Canada Must Sell a Hundred 
Million Bushels ot Wheat 


(Special to the Standard) 
Copyright 

TORONTO—Canada must sell a 
hundred million bushels of wheat, over 
a fifth of the net crop for 1928, if a 
market is to be found in the comire 
year for the crop which is now in the 
ground in the west. This, in short, 
is the problem which is behind the 
present congestion on the lakes, in the 
elevators and at the terminal points. 
It is perhaps the most serious situation 
that has ever arisen in the history o 
Canadian wheat marketing. 

Three years of superabundant crops 
have proved too much for the mar- 
keters of Canadian wheat, and to-day 
they are forced to acknowledge that 


the market is glutted, that they are 
undersold by foreign competitors, 
chiefly Argentina, and that there is 


no market in sight for the huge sur 
plus jofl last year)s output. Grain 
brokers and bankers who have been 
in close touch with the west during 
the past few months admit that grain 
merchants, farmers, and pool operat- 
ors were very much alarmed over the 
state of affairs. 

The gross output for 
million bushels of which must be add- 
ed 77 million bushels carried over from 
the bumper crops of the year before 
(ft this total of 611 million bushels 44 
million are classed as unmerchantable 
or lost in cleanings, 42 million were re- 
quired for seeding in Canada, 44 mil 
lion were consumed as flour, and 75 
million can be carried without 
increasing the surplus now on hand 
from last year. This leaves a total oi 
406 million which had to be marketed 
somewhere. From August | to the end 
of March of this year 310 million 
bushels were exported, leaving still 
aJmost a hundred million with no 
prospect of finding a market betore 
a new crop will be thrown upon the 
consuming centres. 

The majority of the Canadian wheat 
export trade has gone in the past t: 
Europe through the great grain centre 
Liverpool. America naturally sup 
plies itself, and has a huge surplus to 
export, South America is supplied 
from Argentine, and the Far Bast ha:

The Royal Bank has issued a most 
interesting letter upon the wheat sit 
uation: 

It is estimated that the prepared 
wheat acreage in the three Prairie 
Provinces is nearly a million acres 
larger than a year ago, and this fact, 
together with reports that the mois 
ture content of the soil is now satis- 
factory, would indicate tat the 1929 
crop prospects may be regarded as 
promising. Despite the increase in the 
Canadian wheat acreage, however, the 
prospective world area for 1929 crops 
is somewhat below that of 1928, Ac- 
cording to the United States Depari 
ment of Agriculture, the 1929 wheat 
area in thirteen countries has been 
reported at 117,039,000 acres, repre 
senting a decrease of 4 per ent. from 
th 121,632,000 acres of 1928,
